tures we can plainly see what is 
to be done in conversion, both by 
the preacher and the convert.

men and women." 


In these events we see the 


people having Jesus preached 
unto Ihem, they gave heed to 
this preaching, and. believed and 
were baptized. This complies 
minutely to thc Lord's commis- 
sion, and to them we naturally 
conclude was granted remission 
of sins, as the Lord promised.
